AL oꝛd King lames , beeing immediate vnder God within his Domingons, dothrightfully claime 

whatſoeyer is required by the Dath of Allegiance. And to the end that the ſame may be duely 

read and exerciſed of all Schollers within his ſaid Kingdome ; hath by his Bighneſſe Le Patents, bearing 
date on the thirteenth day of March laſt paſt, commaunded all Arch-biſhops , Biſhops, Arc h deacons, Officials, 
and all other Ecclefiaſticall officers and miniſters whatſoeuer, That by publique Ac Cdict, D2dez , or ſuch other 
waves and meanes as they ſhall thinke fit, They make knowne his Patcſties ropall pleaſure to bee: And take or- 
der withall, that euery Teacher, as well men as women, teaching either in the Engliſh oꝛ Latine tongues, within 
their ſeuerall dioceſſe within the ſaid Uingdome, either publiquely oꝛ privately, ſhall take care that euery Scholler 

- (accodding to their capacity ) ſhall and may be taught the laid Boke either in Engliſh oꝛ Latine. And that all ſuch 


be diſabled and prohibited from teaching of Schollers, vntill ſuch time as they ſhall confozme themſelues thereunto: 
And further ſhall incurre his Highneſſe diſpleaſure, beſi es ſuch other puniſhment as by the Lawes ofthis Realme 
map be inflicted vpon them for their ſaid contempt of his Highneſle ropall coumnandement.

of them, at all times within their ſeuerall Juriſdictions and places, doe further the reading and exerciſe of the ſaid 
Booke. And that enery Parſon, Uicar, and Curate, reſpectively within their ſcuerall Pariſhes, doe take care, 
and ſee that enery Childe (taught publiquely oꝛ priuately) bee taught the ſame, either in the Latine or Engliſh 
tongue, as map beſt ſort with the capatitie of ſuch Child. And that they and eucry of them, be aiding, helping and 
alſiſting, in the due perfo:mance and execution hereof, with effec, as they tender his Paieſties roy all pleaſure and 
commaundement herein. | 
Theſe are therefoze in his aieſties name, ſtraightly to require all and euerv Teacher c2 Teachers, men 02 
women, prinate 02 publike, teaching either in the Engliſh or Latine tongues , That they take ſuch a ſpeciall care, 
that all, and euery their Schollers, ſeuerally and reſpectively may foꝛthwith within the ſpace of tenne dapes next 
after monition giuen vnto them, by ſuch as ſhall be authoꝛiſed fo2 that purpoſe, haue, read, cxcreiſe, and learne, and 
be taught the ſaid Booke (order beeing already taken) that there ſhall be a ſufficient number of the ſaid Bokes in 
readineſſe in places tonuenient for the buyer: And likewiſe that everp houſholder of ability / taking no collection) 
that haue no children goe to Schoole, to buy one of the ſaid Bokes to infkruct his family: And that the ſaid Bokes 
bee ſold by ſuch perſons, oꝛ their Deputies onely, as his Paicſty hath thereunto auchoꝛiſed. And that they no2 any 
of the ſaid Deputies, ſhall preſume to take aboue the rate of ſire pence the Boke, neither in Latine, oꝛ Engliſh, the 
ſame beeing in Daauo, within the ſaid Dioceſſe.

ſelues thereunto. And alſo that all and enery the ſaid Parſons, Uicars and Curates, Church wardens and Side⸗ 


men, be truely and faithfully ayding, helping, and alſilting, fo2 the vninerſall difyrrfing and inſtructing of all youth 
whatſoever in the ſaid Boke, beeing vnder the peeres of rri. acco2ding to his Mateſties Nopail pleaſure, and late 
Pꝛoclamation, Dated at Theobalds the viij. of Nouember laſt, Commanding all his Highneſſe loning fubiens, 
to obey ſuch directions and oꝛder, as by my Loꝛds grace of Canterbury, my Lords grace of Yorke, and other the 
Biſhops of this Realme ſhall be taken therein, fot the better accompiiſhinert, and due execution herecf , acco2ding 
to his Vighneſle will and Commandement to bee read, and let vp in Churches. lob. Norwicen, 
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Teachers whatſoeuer, as ſhall refuſe ſo to doe, ſhall by the Biſhop of the dioteſle where the ſaid Teacher teacheth,
